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This decision is in response to applicants' "SECOND RENEWED PETITION 
UNDER 37 CFR 1.47(a)", filed 21 May 2002 in response to the Office action of 23 April 
2002. The renewed petition requests acceptance of the application without the signature 
of co-inventor Jung Soo Kim (Kim). 

BACKGROUND 

In a decision from this Office on 23 April 2002, the renewed petition filed 08 
March 2002 was dismissed. The decision indicated that neither the declaration filed 18 
June 2001 nor either of the declarations filed 08 March 2002 provided the country of 
citizenship of nonsigning co-inventor Kim as required by statute. 

On 21 May 2002, applicants filed the present "SECOND RENEWED PETITION 
UNDER 37 CFR 1.47(a)", which responds to the decision of 23 April 2002 and which 
was accompanied by, inter alia, six combined declarations and powers of attorney 
including the signatures of all eight of the inventors except that of nonsigning inventor 
Kim. All six of the declarations filed on 21 May 2002 include the country of citizenship 
of nonsigning inventor Kim. 

DISCUSSION 

All six of the declarations filed on 21 May 2002 are acceptable under 37 CFR 
1.497(a) and (b). Accordingly, all of the available joint inventors have properly made a 
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declaration and application on their own behalf and on the behalf of nonsigning inventor 
Kim as required by 37 CFR 1.47(a) and MPEP 409.03(a). 



The petition under 37 CFR 1 .47(a) is GRANTED . 

As provided in 37 CFR 1.47(c), a notice of the filing of this application will be 
forwarded to the non-signing inventor at his last known address of record. 

A notice of the filing of the application under 37 CFR 1.47(c) will be published in 
the Official Gazette.
